When we think of these facts, we ask 


the question why is it ?—why do we entirely i 
exclude the science of music from ourj 
rudimental schools? 
Is it because this! 


science is not worthy of our attention ?— f 
No, for we give it place in the most import j 
ant business of life—the worship of our | Perry, 
Creator. Is it because it is difficult of at-j ?prsw 
tainment by the young ? We do not dare' 
to ignore all our theories and practice in 
other matters by saying this. 
AVhy, then, 


allow us to repeat the question, do we turn 
this science out of doors at the very time 
when it can be most readily acquired, and 
only reluctantly as it were, allow it to be- 
come our guest in after years, and even then 
Vote it a mere appendage—something well 
enough, perhaps, but not at all necessary to 
our well being ? 


Now we take the ground that there is a 


radical defect in our whole system of edu- 
cating the young, because of this very thing. 
Music ought to be made a regular branch 
of study in all our schools, for various rea- 
sons. 
It is promotive in its effects, of our 


physical health. It tends to cheerfulness of 
Spirit, consequently to a healthy tone of the 
body. Vocal music expands the chest, and 
gives room for the lungi to become fully 
developed. 
Many instances may be named 


where many persons who appeared con- 
sumptive in early youth, have by the exer- 
cise consequent upon singing, entirely over- 
come their difficulties of this kind, and 
obtained a well developed chest, and a 
healthy breathing apparatus. 


It also promotes intellectual development. 


It excites the imagination to healthful 
action, and operates as a wholesome stimu- 
lant to mental effort. 


Its effect morally is also good. We do 


not deny that this science has been basely 
prostituted to ignoble purposes; but the 
guilt of this is to be charged to the cupidity 
and vileuess of man, and not to music.— 
What science is there, we would ask, that 
has not been subverted from its rightful use, 
and been made to pander to the clamor of 
lust and ambition. 


This subject is of vast importance to'the 


well being of our race, and is worthy of 
more attention than can be given it in a 
brief article.

SUBMASINE APPARATUS.-—Much is expect- 


ed of the new diving bell which has recent- 
ly been ^introduced. The apparatus is a 
combination of a reservior charged with con- 
densed air by means of a steam air-pump, 
stationed at the surface, and connected by 
flexible hose with the bell wh ch is in the 
water. The apparatus is an inverted trun- 
cated cone, with a spherical top. It is about 
ten feet iu diameter at the largest pnrt, and 
eight feet in height. It is entirely cf boiler 
iron of great thickness. It is independent 
of suspension, and floats el the will of the 
operator. There are chambers on both 
sides of the machine, into which water is ad- 
mitted of sufficient density to counterbalance 
the density of the water outside. The re- 
quisite 
density is determined by proper 


guages placed in the side oi the operating 
chamber. 
The cover of the bottom is re- 


moved after these preliminaries, and com- 
munication is obtained with the bottom. In 
order to move where no current reeists, the 
operator steps on the bottom and carries 
the machine with him. In current or tide, 
cables passing from four windlasses inside, 
through the plane ofthe centre of gravity 
to anchors previously placed, admit o 
movement in any direction. In order to lift 
weights, a bar w'ilh a swivel-hook is passei 
across the bottom.
